“Moral  subversion,  particularly 
in  the  area  of  sex,  has  become  big 
business,”  said  Dr.  0.  Hobart  Mow- 
rer.

Dr.  Mowrer,  whose  lectures  at 
BYU  are  being  sponsored  by  the 
Academic  Emphasis  Committee, 
pointed  out  that  our  society  has  be- 
come so  open-minded  and  “object- 
ive” that  virtually  nothing  seems 
really  vicious  to  us.  With  a note  of 
j warning,  Mowrer  questioned  the 
I contemporary  trend,  “Is  this  pro- 
I gressive  pertftion?” 

To  vividly  show  the  results  of  the 
course  of  action  of  liberalizing  sex- 
j ual  standards.  Dr.  Mowrer  cited 
I the  situation,  highly  pertinent  but 
not  widely  published,  that  existed  in 
Russia  just  after  ihe  1917  revolu- 
I tion.

traditional  structure  of  the  family.” 

What  was  the  result?  By  1935 
Soviet  policy  makers  were  taking  a 
radically  different  position  because 
they  had  discovered  that  the  dis- 
solution of  family  ties  threatened 
to  produce  a wholesale  dissolution 
of  community  ties,  with  rapidly  in- 
creasing juvenile  delinquency  as 
the  main  symptom. 

Dr.  Mowrer  warned  that  we 
ought  to  take  heed  of  this  “vicar- 
ious feedback”  from  another  corn- 
temporary  society  which  though  it 
could  eliminate  the  restraints  and 
sacrifices  which  sexual  morality 
presupposes. 

Stressing  personal  moral  respon- 
sibility, Mowrer  said,  “Once  one 
has  made  a choice  and  committed 
himself  to  a given  moral  order  or 
system,  then  he  is  not  free  to  cheat 
on  that  system.  If  one  is  going  to 
be  a Catholic,  or  a Protestant,  or 
whatever,  then  one  ought  to  be  a 
good  one.” 

Dr.  Mowrer  emphasized  the  fact 
that  the  moral  problems  of  today 
stem  from  a lack  of  being  honest, 
responsible,  and  “square”  with  re- 
spect to  the  moral  commitments  a 
person  has  made.

Orchesis  Set 
To  Present 
Concert  ’66 

Theatre  goers  have  the  chance  to 
experience  a new  form  of  theatre 
art  at  the  “Orchesis  in  Concert  ‘66” 
to  be  presented  Saturday  at  2 p.m. 
and  8:15  p.m.  in  the  Concert  Hall 
of  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center. 

FRANK  HATCH,  who  is  direct- 
ing the  show,  calls  the  experiment 
“unmatrixed  art”  and  defines  it 
as  an  “experience  that  presents 
people  on  the  stage  as  they  are 
and  what  they  are  doing  they  are 
doing  then,  at  that  instant,  with 
no  attempt  to  set  a mood,  place 
or  time  as  is  done  in  the  coven- 
tionai  theatre.” 

He  uses  a pianist  as  an  example 
of  unmatrixed  art.  When  a pianist 
is  in  concert,  the  listeners  accept 
him  for  what  he  is  and  not  as  a re- 
presentation of  someone  else,  as  is 
done  the  the  conventional  theatre, 
or  matrixed  approach. 

IN  "CELEBRATION",  the  un- 
matrixed portion  of  the  program, 
Mr.  Hatch  is  “not  concerned  with 
the  communication  of  information, 
but  rather  the  exposition  of  events.” 
It  is  for  the  audience  to  put  their 
own  meaning  into  these  events. 
They  are  also  to  become,  “as  total- 
ly as"possible,  involved  in  the  cele- 
bration.” 

The  audience  should  expect  a dif- 
ferent kind  of  experience  and  not 
be  alarmed  if  they  do  not  under- 
stand. It  is  not  meant  to  be  under- 
stood. only  to  evoke  feeling  in  the 
individual  onlooker  that  may  be 
unique  with  himself.

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The  Right  To  Criticize  Is  Basic 


Some  members  of  student  government 
have  said  recently  that  the  student  news- 
paper of  BYU  is  unfair  in  its  comments 
about  the  handling’  of  student  affaii's. 

In  this  statement,  student  government 
joins  in  a complaint  common  to  all  govern- 
ing bodies  in  the  United  States. 

Do  newspapers  have  the  right  to  criti- 
cize the  actions  of  a government?  And  if 
so,  to  what  extent? 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  has  made  a few  comments  that 
answer  the  question  fairly  well. 

Press  freedom  is  so  basic  to  the  U.S. 
■Constitution,  said  the  Court,  that  any  de- 
cision as  to  a newspai>er’s  riglit  to  criticize 
must  consider  the  “profound  national  com- 
mitment to  the  principle  that  debate  on 
public  issues  should  be  uninhibited,  robust, 
and  wide-open,  and  that  it  may  well  include 
vehement,  caustic,  and  sometimes  unpleas- 
antly sharp  attacks  on  govemment  and  pub- 
lic officials.” 

The  Court  also  said  that  a newspaper 
has  the  right  to  uninhibited  criticism  even 
thougli  a published  statement  may  contain 
factual  error,  or  contain  half  truths  and 
misinformation. 

The  First  Amendment  presupposes 
that  in  all  the  statements  published  about 
an  event  or  situation,  true,  half  true,  or 
false,  the  right  conclusion  will  be  drawn 
out,  the  Court  stated.  It  is  much  more  like- 


ly that  truth  will  be  gathered  in  this  man- 
ner than  by  depending  on  an  authoritative 
statement  as  to  w'hat  is  ti*ue. 

Justic  Arthur  Goldberg  made  this 
statement : 

“In  my  view,  the  First  and  Fourteenth 
Amendment  afford  to  the  citizen  and  to  the 
press  an  absolute,  unconditional  privilege 
to  criticize  off  icial  conduct  despite  the  haim 
which  may  flow  from  excesses  and  abuses 
...  To  impose  liability  for  critical,  albeit 
erroneous  or  even  malicious  comments  on 
official  conduct  would  effectively  resurrect 
the  obsolete  doctrine  that  the  governed 
must  not  criticize  their  governors.” 

This  right  to  criticize  extends  only  to 
a governing  official’s  public  life.  What  he 
does  while  in  office  may  be  commented  ui>on 
by  the  press,  but  this  gives  the  press  no 
right  to  make  defamatory  and  false  state- 
ments about  his  private  life. 

And  through  this  criticism,  both  for 
and  against,  the  public  can  extract  the 
truth. 

Brigham  Young  University  is  a good- 
sized  community  of  the  United  States,  with 
its  own  government  and  its  own  newspaper. 
Comment  on  student  govemment  by  a stu- 
det  newspaper  should  enjoy  the  same  free- 
dom as  comment  by  any  U.S.  newspaper 
on  any  U.S.  system  of  government.  Tlirough 
this  comment,  the  truth  of  student  affairs 
will  hopefully  come  to  the  surface. 


Boolc^  Magazine  Dealers  Thrown 
Into  Confusion  By  Court  Ruling 


NEW  YORK,  (AP)— Book  and 
magazine  dealers  in  some  major 
cities  were  thrown  into  confusion 
this  week  by  the  latest  Supreme 
•Court  pronouncements  on  obscene 
publications. 

A FEW  REMOVED  their  gami- 
er offerings  from  public  display. 
Others  said  they  were  consulting 
their  lawyers.  Most  took  the  view 
that  the  next  move  was  up  to  city 
or  state  law  enforcement  offi- 
cials. 

Dealers  everywhere  complained 
that  the  Supreme  Court  opinions, 
in  three  cases  decided  on  Mon- 
■day,  failed  to  provide  them  with 
firm  guidlines  on  what  is  legally 
pornographic. 

THE  COURT  upheld  obscenity 
convictions  against  Ralph  Ginz- 
burg of  New  York,  published  of  a 
magazine  called  “Eros.”  and  Ed- 
ward Mishkin  of  Yonkers,  N.Y.. 
who  published  material  bescribed 
as  sadistic  and  masochistic. 

In  the  third  opinion  the  court 
reversed  a Massachusetts  ruling 
of  obscenity  against  the  18th  cen- 
tury novel  “Fanny  Hill.” 

A PHILADELPHIA  dealer  com- 
mented : 

“I  am  removing  all  books  which 
relate  to  sadistic  and  oddball  sex 
activities  until  city  law  enforce- 
ments officials  say  they  are  okay. 
The  whole  question  is  still  very, 
very  borderline.  Unfortunately, 
many  police  officers  arrest  first 
and  apologize  later.” 

In  Boston,  a spokesman  for  a 
store  specializing  in  far  out  erotic 
books  and  magazines  declared 
“This  business  will  go  on  for  as 
long  as  book  stores  are  open  and 
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around.  Who’s  going  to  say  what’s 
obscene?  It  depends  on  the  per- 
son reading  it.” 

A DEALER  in  Columbus.  Ohio, 
said  he  handled  risque  publica- 
tions as  “an  economic  necessity— 
either  we  sell  them  or  we  don’t 
stay  in  business’’  but  added  he 
would  “do  whatever  the  courts 
and  laws  say.” 

A similar  stand  was  taken  by 
Mike  Thevis,  owner  of  14  retail 
book  and  magazine  outlets  in  At- 
lanta, Ga.  “I  am  not  going  to  act 
as  censor.”  said  Thevis.  “If  told 
to  by  authorities,  I will  remove 
what  they  ask.” 

A DEALER  in  Phoenix,  Ariz., 
said  “You  can’t  make  a move  in 
this  business  without  the  advice 
of  a lawyer.” 

William  Ruback,  a shop  owner 
in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  said  “We’ll 


do  whatever  is  right— we  don’t 
want  to  do  anything  that’s  against 
the  law.” 

IN  NEW  YORK,  A leader  of 
Operation  Yorkville.  an  interfaith 
anti-pornography  campaign,  said; 

“It  is  too  early  for  a studied 
view  but  our  first  impression  is 
that  the  outcry  of  the  public  is 
being  heard.  However,  the  con- 
fusion as  to  what  is  or  is  not 
obscene  has  not  been  cleared  up.” 

On  the  official  level  there  seem- 
ed to  be  some  confusion,  too. 

James  h.  Marcus,  an  assistant 
to  Mayor  John  Lindsay,  hoped  the 
Supreme  Court  rulings  might  give 
weight  to  a campaign  to  clean  up 
the  sleazy  book  stores  and  movie 
houses  of  New  York’s  Times 
Square.  He  reserved  comment, 
however,  pending  a study  of  the 
opinions.

Court  Rules 
Poll  Taxes 
Not  Legal 

WASHINGTON  (AP)-The  Sup- 
reme Court  killed  Virginia’s  poll 
tax  today  and  said  such  taxes  any- 
where are  an  unconstitutional  bur- 
den on  the  right  to  vote. 

"WE  CONDUCT  that  a state  vio- 
lates the  equal  protection  clause  of 
the  14th  amendment  whenever  it 
makes  the  affluence  of  the  voter 
or  payment  of  any  fee  an  electoral 
standard,”  Justice  William  0.  Dou- 
glas said  in  announcing  the  court’s 
6-3  decision. 

At  the  heart  of  the  ruling  strik- 
ing down  the  Virginia  poll  tax— 
and  by  application  the  use  of  poll 
taxes  as  a voting  condition  in  Tex- 
as, Mississippi  and  Alabama— is  the 
view  that  it  is  a form  of  economic 
discrimnation.  There  was  only  pass- 
ng  reference  to  race. 

DOUGLAS  acknowledged  that 
states  are  given  authority  by  the 
constitution  to  fix  voter  qualifica- 
tions. But  they  may  not  impose 
standards  “which  invidiously  dis- 
criminate,” he  said. 

“To  introduce  wealth  or  payment 
of  a fee  as  a measure  of  a voter’s 
qualifications  is  to  introduce  a 
capricious  or  irrelevant  factor,” 
Douglas  said. 

"THE  DEGREE  of  discrimina- 
tion is  irrelevant.  “In  this  context— 
that  is,  as  a condition  of  obtaining 
a ballot— the  requirement  of  fee 
paying  causes  an  ‘invidious’  dis- 
crimination that  runs  afoul  of  the 
equal  protection  clause.”  j 

Anglican  Leader 
Opposes  Catholic 
Marriage  Stand 

ROME,  (AP)— The  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  ended  his  historic 
Christian  unity  visit  to  Pope  Paul 
VI  today  with  a parting  complaint 
that  Roman  Catholic  concessions  on 
mixed  marriage  are  inadequate. 

ARCHBISHOP  MICHAEL  Ram- 
sey, leader  of  the  world’s  Anglican 
Communion,  made  the  statement  at 
a news  conference  after  he  and 
Pope  Paul  had  prayed  together 
amd  signed  an  unprecedented  joint 
declaration  committing  their  chiirc- 
hes  to  work  together  for  unity. 

He  told  newsmen  that  he  had  ex- 
pressed Protestant  dissatisfaction 
with  the  Church’s  adjusted  stand 
on  mixed  marriage  to  the  Pope 
himself. 

"I  HAVE  told  everyone  I’ve  sperfe- 
en  to  in  Rome  that  the  new  instruc- 
tion does  not  satisfy  the  consciences 
of  Anglican  Christians  and  other 
Non-Roman  Catholic  Christians,” 
Dr.  Ramsey  said. 


Communists  reflects  a clash  of  na- 
tional interests  but  is  unlikely  to 
lead  to  a break  in  diplomatic  re- 
lations. diplomatic  sources  said 
Thursday. 

THESE  INFORMANTS  said  the 
latest  statements  from  both  sides 
showed  that  Communist  ideology  is 
a minor  part  of  the  dispute  between 
Moscow  and  Peking. 

Soviet  charges  were  made  in  a 
privately  circulated  letter  for  Com- 
munists that  leaked  out.  It  said 
the  Chinese  were  determined  to 
worsen  relations,  were  provoking 
border  conflicts  and  were  trying  to 
push  the  Russians  into  a war  with 
the  United  States.’ 

IN  REJECTING  an  invitation  to 
the  Soviet  Communist  Party  Con- 
gress opening  here  next  Tuesday, 
the  Chinese  replied  hotly  Wednes- 
day. 

They  said  the  Kremlin  was  trying 
to  line  up  other  Communist  parties 
in  opposing  China,  was  spreading 
false  stories  about  Chinese  obstruc- 
tion of  Soviet  aid  to  Viet  Nam,  and 
was  trying  to  sell  out  the  Viet  Nam 
Communists  in  a Soviet-American 
scheme  to  dominate  the  world. 


THESE  ARE  nationalistic  issues 
rather  than  {lebaling  points  about 
who  is  a purer  Marxist,  the  dip- 
lomats noted.  The  issues  reflect 
different  needs  of  the  Soviet  Union 
and  China. 

The  Soviet  Union  is  moving  into 
industrial  maturity  and  slowly  in- 
creasing consumer  comfort,  be- 
coming a "have”  nation  with  in- 
terests to  protect.  Red  China  is 
fighting  failure  in  economic  and 
foreign  policy,  struggling  along  as 
a "have-not”  nation  that  wants  to 
gain  from  others’  troubles. 

THESE  NATIONAL  differences 
would  have  been  more  easily  re- 
cognized in  the  past,  diplomats 
suggetsted,  if  it  had  not  been  for 
the  common  emotional  bond  of 
communism. 

Now  that  bond  has  broken  with 
all  the  fierce  emotion  of  a medieval 
religious  schism,  exposing  the  nat- 
ionalistic differences. 

Twice  in  the  last  year  the  two 
countries  have  exchanged  nasty 
notes.  C^e  was  over  Chinese  stu- 
dents injured  in  a demonstration  in 
Moscow.  The  other  was  a soviet 
charge  that  China  was  obstructing 
arms  for  Hanoi.

MAC  MURRAY  said  that  two  ma- 
jor goals  of  leadership  are  the 
formation  of  wise  goals  as  to  how 
to  achieve  them,  and  having  a suf- 
ficient number  of  people  committed 
to  these  decisions  to  carry  them 
through  to  completion. 

He  points  out  that  a large  group 
of  people  can  devise  a more  effec- 
tive plan  than  one  or  even  several 
people  can.

“OUR  DEFINITION  of  leader- 
ship differs  from  the  traditional  in 
that  we  view  leadership  as  a series 
of  tasks,  not  as  a dynamic  person, 
and  we  view  as  the  best  way  to 
handle  these  tasks  a group  of  ef- 
fective people,”  he  said.

He  hit  .295  last  year,  fielded  a fine  .944  and  led  the  team  in  hits, 
runs,  and  base  on  balls. 

Dennis  Lamb  will  play  the  third  base  leg.  Lamb  had  an  off  year 
in  1965,  hitting  only  .234,  but  Tuckett  feels  Lamb  is  a much  better  play- 
er that  that,  and  from  early  season  indications,  he  is  right' 

THE  OUTFIELD  spots  are  still  up  for  grabs,  although  Bry  Lake 
has  one  spot  nailed  down.  Lake  was  last  year’s  leading  hitter  at  .338 
and  had  six  home  runs.  Other  outfield  prospects  are  John  Greene, 
Jerry  Scheurn,  and  several  others.
